White Sent Evelyn Roses and 
Note on the Day of 
the Murder. 



NEW YORK, Aug. S.-Xew and 
important evidence, providing- a 
plausible motive for the killing 
of Stanford White, has lately come 
into District Attorney Jerome's posses- 
sion. 

The Inkling of the facts was con- 
veyed to tho district attorney in- 
direct from Floronz Zlegfeld, a theatri- 
cal manager, who Is the husband of 
Anna Held and who is at present liv- 
ing In PaHs. The story Is that Mr. 
White sent a note and a basket of 
flowers to Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw 
tlie afternoon of the snooting, and ttiat 
the tragedy grow out of the thought- 
less mischief of three chorus girls. 

Mr. Zlegfeld met one of his New 
York theatrical friends In a railroad 
station In Paris u little while ago, and 
the conversation drifted to the Thaw 
tragedy. Mr. Zlegfeld expressed sur- 
prise that the authorities had not yet 
got hold of evidence which would go 
a long way toward clearing up tho 
mystery heretofore cloaking the motive 
of Thaw. 

'"i'he tragedy occurred some days 
prior to my last trip from America," 
said .Mr. Zlegfeld, "and I was full of 
ii (Mi itiy way over. It was the prin- 
cipal subject of conversation on deck 
and at, table. Among the passengers 
was a woman very well known to the 
amusement-loving Now York public, 
who was a prominent member of the 
chorus of one of my productions. 
.Naturally wo chatted and the Thaw 
tragedy was touched upon. 1 found 
that she know something which the 
district attorney would give a great 
deal to know. 

"She told mo that she accompanied 
two other members of my old com- 
pany to pay a farewell visit to Mr. 
White In the tower of Madison Square 
Harden tho night prior to Mr. While's 
death. They were to sail In a few 
days. Mr. White was not there, ami 
as they were leaving the place the 
attendant asked what names he should 
report to Mr. White as those of his 
visitors. 

"' Oh,' Sdld one of the girls, laugh- 
ing, 'you need only say that Mrs. 
Hurry ThaW culled.' 

White Sent Roses 

They departed and pictured to them- 
selves U dozen funny denouements 
which might nrlse out of Mis. Thaw's 
vicarious cull. Next day Mr. White. 
according 1 to this girl, sent a neat little 
note to Mrs. Thaw, expressing his 
regret at his absence at tho time of 
her call, and despatched a basket of 
roses to her address. My informant 
believed (hut Tha w saw the roses, read 
the curd attached and perhaps rend 
the note which accompanied them." 

It is known that this young woman 
is now in New York, huvlng relnrnod, 
it 1b said, at the request of Mr. 
Jerome. it is believed she will he one 
of the most important witnesses for 
the people.

CALGARY BURNED 



Destruction of Machinery Only 
Recently Installed --- Plant 
Working few Days. 



CALGARY, Aug. 0.— The most dis- 
astrous lire ever suffered by Cal- 
gary occurred at 10:30 last night, 
when the Immense buildings of the 
Alberta Portland Cement Company, 
located just east of the city limits, 
were burned to the ground. The build- 
ings burned were 400x200 and 200x100 
feet, and were only completed recently 
at a cost of 5100,000. 

Heavy machinery brought from 
England, Germany and the United 
States, and vnlued at some $175,000, 
was in the plant burned, but K. P. 
Butchart, general manager of the com- 
pany, thinks that owing to the heavy 
nature of their construction they will 
be but slightly dnmaged. 

He places the company's loss at 
$100,000 exclusive of tho $38,000 Insur- 
ance carried. 

The fire is supposed to have started 
from a defective bearing in the shaft- 
ing of the main building. The firemen 
were unable to offer any assistance, 
owing to the great distance of the 
plant from the city water main. The 
company commenced the manufacture 
of cement only ten days ago. 

Mr, Butchart states thai the work of 
reconstruction will commence nt once.

SHORTAGE OF LABOR BIG PROBLEM 



Development of Country Being 
Seriously Retarded Owing 
To Situation 



'Amongst the arrivals in Victoria yes- 
terday was Mr. William Whyte, secoud 
vice-president of the C. 1'. II., who to- 
gether with Mrs. Wltyte is staying at 
the Drinrd hotel. The object of the 
vice-president's visit is a general In- 
spection of tlie company's lines and in- 
terests but owing to pressure of time 
and many meetings and appointments 
to be made on tlie way Fast ho will be 
unable to visit points on the K. ».t N. 
railway as intended, ins departure 
eastward being fixed for SaluroVy. 

In an interview witli a Colonist re- 
porter Mr. Whyte specially emphasised 
the point of Camilla's prosperous de- 
velopment both east and west of tlie 
.Rockies and the rapid increase of pro- 
duction and pointed out that the one 
burning question of the moment was 
the shortage of labor. 

"The prosperity of the country,' «aid 
vantage of growing if we cannot garner 
vantage of growing if we caunit garner. 
In Manitoba and Saskatchewan alone 
twenty to twenty-five thousand laborers 
are required and in other districts there 
is proportionate demand — in fact, the 
problem has become so serious that we 
are advertising throughout England, 
Ireland and Scotland offering a passage 
at tlie low rate of £0 a head 

To Induce Men to Come 
tlie preference of course being given to 
practical agriculturists, most of whom 
it is: presumed will remain in the coun- 
try whilst those who desire can return 
home av the same rate. It is hoped dial 
by this means sufficient Immigration 
will be induced to relieve the imme- 
diate pressure ns the consequence of 
the crop not being cut when ripe would 
be disastrous to the farmers through 
the shelling out of the grain. 

"This course lias the double merit of 
benefiting the old laud they leave as 
well as tlie new land they are coming 

Mr. Whyte dwelt at length upon all 
the points of the labor question which 
both as regards agricultural and domes- 
tic service, is much more acute in the 
East, and, touching the matter of y,u»- 
nese labor, lie deprecated the attitude 
of the labor organizations as inconsis- 
tent and ill-advised as it was originally 
through the attitude of the artisans 
that Chinese labor had been tirst im- 
ported 'and at tlie present juueture it 
would not interfere with the labor in- 
terests. The influx of Japanese had 
been checked by the course of Japan- 
ese enterprise being diverted to Manch- 
uria and Korea; and provided that the 
removal of the poll tax with a view to 
tlie admission of Chinese labor were 
joined with strict instructions limiting 
their sphere of activity to agriculture, 
market gardening and laundry work, 
only, he thought that such a step could 
not he other than 

Beneficial to the Country 
and lie trusted that when this fact was 
fully grasped by the men their opposi- 
tion would be voluntarily withdrawn, 
the step suggested not constituting any 
menace to their legitimate rights or 
conflicting witli their vested interests. 

Mr. Whyte then proceeded to discuss 
other imported labor and cited tlie ex- 
periments under tlie auspices of the 
Salvation army located in ^California 
and Colorado reported upon for the 
[British government by Mr. Ryder Ung- 
gard in a most favorable manner. 

"(.'apt. Booth-Tucker who was at the 
he-ad of this Salvation army movement 
is u man for whom I entertain a sin- 
cere admiration and respect, both of 
these men I have met and talked with 
on this important subject and it was 
suggested by hnrl Grey, in debate up- 
on tlie same subject that a similar Sal- 
vation army method might meet the 
present needs. It was and is, however, 
my opinion thai in tlie best interests ol 
the country and tlie people the ditliCuP 
ty should be met rather bv bona fide 
colonization than by immigration, the 
former being a process of careful selec- 
tion as distinguished from the latter In- 
discriminate methods." 

Reverting to another subject Mr. 
Whyte said: "I find tlie West develop- 
ing very rapidly, settlers are pouring in 
both from the Old I. and and the i lilt- 
ed Slates, tlie influx from tlie .iiltcs is 
very marked nnd is 

The Natural Sequence 
of the gradual exhaustion of their own 
resources of free land available for set- 
tlement, and there is no reason to fear 
but that this Immigration will continue 
and increase." 

'Regarding Vancouver Island, Mr. 
Whyte gave an absolute denial to the 
reported sale of the company's timber 
limits. The report of the timber cruis- 
ers is still awaited before any course 
can be adopted witli regard lo tlie said 
lands along the course of the railway. 
These lands when cleared will of course' 
he very valuable for fruit growing pur- 
poses with a perpetually growing mar- 
ket in the prairie towns. In till pro- 
bability an cxperimect will be shortly 
made in tlie direction of clearing these 
lands for cultivation. 

With regard to the development of 
the Pacific trade with the Orient. Mr. 
Whyte considered there was n nrighl 
future and Mint materially increased 
activity in that direction might be look- 
ed for shortly, chiefly in regard 10 
grain ami Hour, which would prouably 
necessitate tlie construction of addition- 
al elevators at Vancouver. Ho thought, 
however, that the bulk of export ' In 
Japan would be in the form of Hour as 
there would be no advantage In jni.-Ving 
in Japan where there is no market for 
the bye products from the grain for 
feeding purposes as (here is he e. 

As regards other developments of the 
company's interests on tills Island Mr. 
Whyte" preferred to be silent for ine 
present beyond stating that tlie new 
hotel was destined to be in detail nnd 
decoration in every way equal In oth- 
ers of Its class elsewhere and would be 
ready for operation early next year.

CHICAGO BANK FAILURE. 

Arrest of Cashier, But Whereabouts of 
Prosident Unknown. 

Chicago, Aug. 9.— Henry W. Herlng, 
cashier of the Milwaukee Avenue 
State Bank, which closed Its doors 
three clays ago, was arrested here to- 
day. He will be refused, bail until his 
connection with the disappearance of 
nearly $1,000,000 of the bank's funds is 
cleared up. 

Paul G. Stensland, president of the 
Institution, Is still a fugitive, nnd al- 
though nearly one hundred detectives 
are searching for him, his whereabouts 
is a mystery.

Herlng 
maintained that If he was guilty of 
breaking the banking laws of Illinois, I 
President Stensland was responsible 
for his actions. Herlng declared he I 
never had benefited one dollar by | 
President Stensland's system of bank- 
ing. 

Receiver Fetzer reported to the su- 
perior court today that a dividend of 
at least 25 per cent, probably would lie 
declared to depositors in the bank 
within the next two weeks. The bank 
directors declare there will be found a 
sufficient revenue from the assets, to 
pay all depositors in full. 

Can't Find Stensland 

Port Arthur, Out., Aug. 9.— The 
police officials here have as yet been 
unable to find any trace of Paul O. 
Stensland, the defaulting head of the 
Milwaukee Avenue Bank of Chicago. 
Officers were in waiting when the 
steamer America arrived this morning 
from Duluth, but fulled to detain any- 
one on suspicion. It is quite possible 
that Stensland took the westbound 
train for Winnipeg or some point be- 
tween here and there. There are many 
small places at which he could take 
refuge and have excellent chances of 
escape in the rocky country.

International Question Ex- 
pected to Arise as Re- 
sult of Killing. 



The despatch published yesterday in 
the telegraphic columns regarding the 
killing of five Japanese scalers and the 
arrest of twelve others while raiding 
the northeast point rookery of the 
H'ribyloff islands told of Hie presence in 
(Bering tiai of a large number of Jap- 
anese, sealers, eight or nine at least, in 
Bering Sen. It was known here Botne 
time ago that it was the intention of a 
large fleet to leave Hakodate and other 
Japanese ports for Bering Sea, .perbapa 
a dozen vessels. On some of cuese 
schooners are British and American 
seal-hunters with the Japanese, some 
of whom are from Victoria, There m 
a number of Victorians on some of 
these vessels. The Seifu Mam; one of 
the Japanese fleet, known to bo in 
IBering Sea has three former Victoria 
hunters on hoard, Ed. McNeil, George 
McCornish and .Joe Knapp, who joined 
the vessel after being released from a 
(Russian prison at Ivhuborovsk, where 
they were held for eighteen months af- 
ter the sinking of the schooner Koyichi 
filaru by the Russian cruiser (Ironioboi 
in August, 1001, when the Cnrtuencita 
■was attempting to raid the ('upper isl- 
ands. Cnpt. Ritchie! a former Victoria 
sealer, is navigating officer of the Seifu 
Mnru. It is not known here whether 
there are any Victoria sealers or other 
Europeans in the crew of I lie raiding 
schooner, the Toyni iMaru No. 2, in- 
stead of the Tokwa Muni as erroneous- 
ly report edi 

The -Japanese, -owing to the fact thai 
Japan is not a party -to the agreement 
between Britain and the United Slates 
regarding pelagic sealing in Bering 
ffea, are permitted to use firearms in 
the northern water, and moreover can 
hunt to within three mile's of the rook- 
eries, shootintr seals, while the Victoria 
sealers, of whom there are 18 in all in 
Bering Sea this season, five with full 
crews of white hunters and thirteen 
with Indians, must not trespass within 
<iO miles of the islands aud are not per- 
mitted to use lire arms. All anus are 
sealed on tho schooners before enter- 
ing Bering Sea and only spears are 
used in hunting. The tire arms of the 
Japanese, when used anywhere near 
where a schooner is working whose 
hunters are using spears, because of 
the restricting regulations, work havoc 
among the seals, frightening the herds 
so much that sealing with spears Is 
difficult, if possible. The tremendous 
advantage of the Japanese sealers in 
[Bering Sea. even in the regular bus- 
iness of pelagic sealing is apparent. 

A Washington despatch of yesterday 
says: 

•'The Japanese charge, Mr. Xiyaoka. 
called at the state department this 
morning for information about, the kill- 
ing of the Japanese. He had received 
despatches from his government con- 
cerning the affair, and Acting Secretary 
(Bacon gave him the same information 
which was sent to Ambassador Wright. 

"Seals are recognized as property of 
international law, and the Japanese 
killed by American officers off St. Paul 
stand in the same position us bur- 
glars shot in the act of stealing, ac- 
cording to prominent authorities on in- 
ternational law. No international Inci- 
dent can arise from the shooting of the 
Japanese poachers, ii is said at the 
state department, This government lias 
no amends to make to Japan, other 
than those that courtesy may prompt 
nml a mere expression of regret thai 
such an incident should take place is 
nil that is looked for. Japan has no 
treaty obligations which in any way 
require her to protect seals in the Ber- 
ing »Sen. 

After discussing (be matter with 
Mr. Bacon, Mr. Niyaoka agreed that it 
was not a case to cause an interna- 
tional Incident, hut thai it was similar 
to other cases thai have occurred be- 
tween citizens of one country on the 
soil of another. 

The Japanese raiders were repuls- 
ed by the agents of the lessees of the 
island, and not by United States auth- 
orities. Special Agent l.eiubky, referred 
to in Solicitor Sims' despatch, is not 
connected with the government, hul is 
an agent of the company which has 
leased the island. 

i Acting Attorney General Russell has 
given no instructions to the United 
States attorney at Valdez, where, il is 



presumed, the Japanese poachers will 
be tried. The United States attorney 
there is under general instructions to 
prosecute all violators or the law. 

The active ngents of the Lniled 
States government ill the conflict which 
resulted in the killing and wounding ol 
the Japanese poachers are Walter I. 
Leinbky and James Judge. Lembky 
is the chief agent of the fur seal fish; 
cries of Alaska and Judge is one. of his 
assistant agents. Both of them are lo- 
cated on St. Paul island, of the Friby- 
lolT group. 

' "Leinbkv has been in the service on 
the islands about fifteen years and is 
held in high regard by the officials oi 
the department of commerce and labor. 

".The native guards referred to in the 
despatch of Solicitor Sims' are Indians 
who reside on die island. Congress 
makes an appropriation, for their sup- 
port aud they are practically wards of 
the government, 

"In protecting tbe seal rookeries 
from poachers the Indians act under 
the direction of Chief -Lembky. 

"It has been many years since the 
navy hud anv part In the patrol of the 
seal' islands of Alaska, bul ten year 
ago there was (piite a licet of vessels ii 
(Bering sea under the command of i 
captain. 

"The raiders heretofore, cspeeiall; 
when the naval vessels were on duty 
would wait until late in the fall, when 
the nights were longer, and make a de- 
scent on the rookeries nt night and 
slaughter the seals. A I present it is 
said there Is daylight during the twen- 
ty-four lionrs in these waters, which 
docs not afford the poachers any cover 
in their raids. For the last ten years 
the patroling of the island has been un- 
der the direction of the treasury de- 
partment through the revenue cutter 
service. Since tho establishment of the 
department of commerce and labor the 
control of the seal Islands has been in- 
vested in that department, although the 
treasury department furnishes the rev- 
enue cutters."

Unable to Secure Bail on Appli- 
cation He Is Returned 
Behind Bars. 



George D. Collins, who one time held 
the attention of the local courts for 
ninny weeks when he departed from San 
Francisco when a charge of bigamy was 
pending, only to lie extradited from here 
for perjury, appeared before Judge Heb- 
hard at Sun Francisco on -Monday morn- 
ing, confident that he would he able to 
lay the foundation for his release by the 
supreme court ot ! the United States. His 
plan was to hare t he highest tribunal 
pass on Ills writ of error with only the 
writ, the petition for the writ, and such 
part of the record of the superior court 
as is contained in the minute book of 
the clerk in Judge Uebbard's depart- 
ment. 'With such a showing the .Wash- 
ington judges would have no choice but 
to order him set at liberty, for there 
would be nothing to show Unit the of- 
fence for which Collins was convicted 
was committed subsequent to his extra- 
dition. The treaty between Canada ex- 
plicitly status that n defendant cannot 
be extradited and then tried for an old 
offence, arid it was a vital part of Col- 
lias' scheme to keep the supreme court 
in ignorance of the fact that he was in- 
dicted for perjuring himself after as 
well as before extradition. 

Assistant District; Attorney "William 
Iloff Cook frustrated Collins* says the 
San Francisco Chronicle by asking that 
the record to ho sent lo Washington in- 
clude a transcript of the testimony and 
the arguments id' counsel in the habeas 
corpus proceedings before Judge Hob- 
bard. Such a record will inform the su- 
preme court of the real status of the 
Collins case, and when Judge Hebhard, 
less kind lo the defendant than he hud 
shown himself; on former occasions, as- 
sented to Cook's petition, lie knocked the 
main prop from under Collins' hope of 
liberty. 

"1 will mnkp no further orders, and 
will not pass upon the sufficiency of the 
defendant's bonds until the transcript 
of the record bus been prepared," said 
the court, when the other points had 
been disposed of. This sent another prop 
Hying, and tho convicted attorney's am- 
bition to indict himself upon a long-suf- 
fering public in the guise of a free cit- 
izen never looked blacker. 

"Of course Collins' real motive is to 
get bail, by one means or another, nnd 
run away," said Assistant District At- 
torney Cook, when court adjourned. "If 
lie could once get hail, il. would niako 
little difference to him what disposition 
was made of his writ of error. Still, 
if he had suyccecdocl in going before the 
supreme court with such an incomplete 
record of tho proceedings as he planned, 
the judges would have had no choice 
but to decide in his favor." 

Bail Not ■ Fixed 

Cook also objected to the amount of 
bail as fixed by Judge Hcbbard, in his 
order last wce\. 

"Tho sum of .?10.000 is utterly inade- 
quate," he tolrl the court. "The only 
other order fixing bail in like amount 
was alleged by Collins to have ' been 
made by Judge Cook as having been an 
interlineation not seen by him when he 
signed the paper in which it was con- 
tained. Presiding, Judge Graham fixed 
the bail tit Sli~>,(i(jf)"Tn~fln order which 
he made, nnd even that was revoked the 
next day." 

Judge Hebhard refused to consider 
the question of hail, one way or an- 
other, until the record had been made 
up, and Collins was led away to jail 
in the custody of a deputy sheriff. 

The San Francisco Call says if Col- 
lins felt any disappointment at the balk- 
ing of Ids attempt to gain liberty, he 
skillfully concealed it. In fact, there 
is grave doubt as to whether he was 
prepared to furnish bonds. He said 
that his bondsmen were just outside the 
courtroom, ready fo be called upon, but 
no one saw them. Mr. Cook pointed 
out that Collins wished to go before the 
supreme court with absolutely no men- 
tion of the fact that the defendant wits 
convicted of perjury committed prior to 
the extradition. 

"This." said* the assistant district at- 
torney, "would give Collins just the op- 
portunity for which he is looking. There 
would be nothing else before tho su- 
preme court other than (he writ and the 
petition of habeas corpus and he might 
easily secure his liberty. The entire 
record, showing nil of the testimony 
given before you at the lime the petition 
for habeas corpus was denied, should 
be transcribed and sent to Washington, 
together with the writ of error." 

"Let the record be made up and sub- 
mitted," said Judge Hcbbard. "I will 
do nothing until then. I will not ac- 
cept a bond until this record is made 
up. The district attorney's office will 
be given notice when the case is taken 
up."

Any person obstructing the 
pound keeper in performance of his 
duties will be subject lo jt line of not 
less than !fli nor more limn .f'JOO. 

ft will also be a breach of the regu- 
lations for any person lo harbour a 
dog without paying the $2.00 wh'ethor- 
il has been demanded or not and the 
person will on conviction be liable to 
a line of not less than $2.(10 nor more 
llian $20, The new bylaw has been 
brought forward in response to a re- 
quest that homeless and diseased dogs 
should be exterminated. It has been 
pointed out that Victoria is rapiui>' 
coming to the front as the home of 
thoroughbred dogs and to allow mon- 
grels without home to wander the 
street to the menace, to the safety 
of the public health, would tend lo 
lower the breeding rather than increase it. 

The officers of the Kennel Club are 
in the majority of eases favorable to 
the proposed bylaw and will do all In 
their power to secure its enactment' 
In forming tho bylaw the pound keeper 
bus also been taken into consideration, 
and in hi.s report he stales that during 
his work he conies hi contact with two 
classes of dogs — those with owners and 
dogs without owners. In the first in- 
stance he recommends a better method 
for collecting the tax than nt present 
la force and for the second to destroy 
them as soon as possible.

fur die city pound-keeper to kill in 
some merciful manner within -18 hours 
any dog known to be Buffering from an 
insurable disease. This, however, will 
contain a proviso that when a dog is 
used in the pursuit of game or a dog of 
valuable breed, the owner shall have 
the right lo appear within -IS hours 
and require that l lie dug be given into 
the hands of a veterinary surgeon for 
treatment, the charges in which case 
djusI be borne by the owner. In another 
clause i( will any that no person other 
that a duly qualified veterinary surgeon 
shall permit any dog owned by him 
Whilst suffering from an incurable dis- 
ease to be upon any premises, and any 
dog found on the street whilst suffering 
from an incurable disease whether or 

not under the control of any person 
may be taken lo flu: pound. 

In dealing with dogs with an infec- 
tious disease the pound keeper will be 
required to isolate the afflicted animal. 
INo person shall permit any dog owned 
by him whilst suffering from an infec- 
tious disease In he upon the street un- 
less a I i nched and led by some one over 
the age of ten years. 

The byiaw will also make it lawful; 
for the medical health olllcer to order 
any impounded dog suffering from nut 
infectious disease lo be destroyed nt! 
once. The pound keeper will also have I 
to submit a report to the council twice 
a year of all residents in the city who' 
own or harbour (logs. The most import-) 
tint clause, however, is that which 
gives the pound keeper power to cuter 
on enclosed premises at reasonable.^ 



His Worship Mayor Morley is taking 
no chances of being ruled out of order 
again and has posted on the bulletin 
board at the city hall a notice of mo- 
tion embodying the suggestion which he 
made at the meeting on Tuesday even- 
ing last regarding the report of the 
water committee that had been adopted 
by the board. 

At this meeting, it will bo remembered, 
it was decided that lie was not acting 
according to the rules and it was impos- 
sible to return the report for consider- 
ation nt an adjourned meeting. It was 
also necessary that the motion should 
be posted on the board for at least one 
full day and, he. has now taken this 
course, ) i aii, 

The motion will be brought up for dis- 
cussion Monday evening and if the sug- 
gestions are adopted it will mean that 
his suggestions will be laid before the 
ratepayers in the form of a bylaw. If, 
however, on the other hand the sugges- 
tions arc not adopted the report as, 
adopted by the full board will have to 
be re-adopted before it is Dually settled. 

The water committee are confident 
however, that their report will be 
adopted and the city solicitor has pre- 
pared a petition to he submitted to the 
ratepayers requesting that a bylaw be 
submitted to borrow $200,000. The pe- 
tition was put in circulation yesterday 
and requires that it must be signed by 
the owners of one-tenth of the assessed 
value of the properly of the city. 

The committee have adopted a new 
measure in his bylaw and instead of the 
money being loaned on the credit of the 
waterworks and the revenue to be de- 
rived therefrom it is proposed to raise 
the necessary funds on the general 
credit of the city. 

The question of mains has received 
considerable discussion and a strong ob- 
jection was made at the meeting by Aid. 
Vincent against the use of wooden pipes. 
In this he is receiving considerable sup- 
port from the citizens, many of whom 
object to installing wooden mains. 

In order to meet the wish of those 
who object to wooden pipe being used 
u clause has been inserted which is as 
follows: Your petitioners are informed 
that the figures in the proposal of your 
said committee are based upon the use 
in great part of wooden pipes and your 
petitioners beg lo recommend that an 
additional $40,000 be added to enable all 
pipes to be of cast iron. 

By the adoption of his clause the re- 
port of the water committee will be al- 
tered to provide for $240,000 instead of 
$200,000. The petition will be circu- 
lated throughout the city and will be 
returned to the council at the earliest 
possible moment. 

Those who huve no objection to either 
cast iron or wood pipes can sign both. 
If a decided preference for one or the 
other is felt only one petition need be 
signed. Anyway, the document receiv- 
ing the signatures of property holders 
representing the large amount of real es- 
tate will he the one followed when the. 
bylaw is laid before the electors for vot- 
ing upon.

THE GOVERNMENT AND THE 
( :_ WATER QUESTiON. 

In Wednesday's • Times there ap- 
peared what alleged to be an interview 
avltli a member of the Executive to the 
effect that it was intimated that the 
government, intended to take a hand 
in the water works dispute as between 
the city and the Esquimau Water 
Works Company. An unqualified de- 
nial of the story was received at a lute 
hour Wednesday from a member of the 
government, but through an oversight 
failed to. appear. The "Interview" in 
question stated that a prominent mem- 
ber of the cabinet said (presumably to 
n Times reporter) that if it could be 
shown that the Esquimau Water 
Works Company was trying to hold up 
jthe city, he certainly would recommend 
(to the Executive to introduce legisla- 
tion at the next session which would 
ensure to the city the acquisition of 
ull or a part of the company's property 
at a reasonable figure, on the ground 
that the requirements of a community 
phould override any private interests. 
Further, the same "prominent member 
of tho cabinet" was made to declare 
that on the return of the Premier he 
would request him to have analyses 
made , of all water from the different 
proposed sources of supply. 

An editorial of last evening com- 
ments upon the "Interview" at length, 
with the view apparently of giving it 
further credence in the minds of the 
public. The ministers who were In 
town at the time of the publication of 
the original article deny positively 
having made any such statements as 
therein attributed to a "member of the 
executive," either to a reporter or to 
nny other person. , They declare that 
the report, from beginning to end, Is 
utterly untrue and without foundation. 
What the object of this wholesale fab- 
rication could be one cannot well 
Imagine. It can only be explained 
[Upon the assumption of a chronic dis- 
position to untruthfully represent the 
attitude of the government. 



CANADA, THE EMPIRE AND THE 
UNITED STATES. 

Lack of Imagination, the London Out- 
look says, Is the Anglo-Saxon weakness 
(n statesmanship, and it proceeds to 
idwell upon the lost opportunity to 
cement the relations between Canada 
(and Great Britain when Lord Elgin 
[wrote his despatch declining on behalf 
of King Edward the invitation pt the 
.Canadian parliament to visit Canada. 
There .never was so good an opportun- 
ity to lire the public mind with enthu- 
siasm, it thl".ks, since Lord Heacons- 
llelU made the late Queen Victoria 
Empress of India and stationed Indian 
troops at Malta. In fact, it might be 
stated with some truth that there has 
not been a statesman with Imagination 
since the time of Beaconsfleld, who has 
had all opportunity to exercise his pow- 
ers upon the people. We have had such 
a man in Joseph Chamberlain, but his 
efforts to rouse the public of Great 
Britain to a sense of, the Importance 
of developing an Imperial sentiment 
brought about a dissolution of the 
Balfour administration. He did won- 
ders but he and his cause wero the 
victims of political circumstances, The 
Outlook does not think much of the 
reasons advanced by Lord Elgin Xor 



King Edward's refusal, and disposes of 
them as of small consequences as com- 
pared with the reasons In favor of ac- 
ceptance. King Edward in Canada 
would have created a revolution in 
sentiment, and led to results greater 
than would (low from any other event 
of Inter-Imperial consequence. 

It is one of the misfortunes of having 
Great Britain ruled by lUtlo England- 
crs. It Is pointed out that United Em- 
pire Loyalists held to the same views 
as the rebellious American colonists 
In respect to self-government, but re- 
mained loyal to the British crown, be- 
lieving that the inherent rights of Eng- 
lishmen could be won by constitutional 
means, and the belief was justified. 
"How loyal Canada has been to this 
great tradition men learned when the 
Confederation became a fact. But. she 
could not get' England to see eye to 
eye with her In 1807. With Little Eng- 
landlsm In high places It was not likely. 
The principle which underlies the invi- 
tation to the King to visit Canada was 
the principle which guided the fathers 
Of the British North American Bill 
when they described the United Prov- 
inces as the Kingdom of Canada. For 
fear it would offend the republican 
susceptibilities of the United States 
tho name was changed to the Dominion 
of Canada, and thereby a great chance 
was lost of demonstrating that the 
crown, not parliament. Is the bond of 
union between England and her 
daughter states, as it was in the 
time of Elizabeth. In the centuries 
which have elapsed the principle has 
received a new and wider meaning than 
the men of her day ever knew. But 
the principle itself is the same." 

In the same issue of the journal from 
which the above extract Is taken Is a 
letter from Major R. G. Twining, R. E„ 
Gulmarjr, Cashmlr, dealing with the 
question of relations among Canada, 
Great Britain and the United States. 
He discusses the common impression 
among British people that there is no 
danger of the annexation of Canada by 
tlx United States, or rather of the 
mutual consolidation of these two 
countries into one. So far as present 
sentiment Is concerned there is no talk 
of annexation or any closer relations, 
but the tendencies are in that direction, 
he argues. There is a growing feeling 
in the United States In favor of freer 
trade relations between the two coun- 
tries, and their business Interests are 
largely of the same nature. American 
railways are coming into Canada and 
■Vmericans are assisting In filling up 
the northwest. The methods of thought 
of the two peoples are becoming more 
and more alike. Canada is being flood- 
ed with American literature, which the 
writer thinks will have Its effect in 
moulding the minds of the younger 
generation of Canadians. 

Major Twining is greatly concerned 
In this connection with the lack of In- 
terest which the British people gener- 
ally display respecting Imperial respon- 
sibility, which is another way of pre- 
senting the Outlook's contention about 
the lack of imagination. Chamber- 
lain realized where public sentiment in 
Canada and other countries are liable 
to drift to, and he appealed to public 
sentiment in Great Britain. He held 
up an Imperial ideal, and what lias 
been the result? "Sir Henry Campbell- 
Ban nerman as Premier of England, 
Mr, Winston Churchill as Under Sec- 
retary of the Colonies ! Can anything 
show more plainly tthan this how far 
the English people are from the 
'thoughtful attitude,' or how little they 
really think at all of Imperial respon- 
sibility. "Judging superficially of the 
results of the old country elections they 
are serious enough, but let us hope that 
there were other issues that accounted 
for them. 

"And the people of Canada," asks the 
Major, "what Is their attitude towards 
the Imperial Idea? That these feelings 
for Ihe mother country and towards a 
closer commercial union with her are ' 
strong they have given abundant proof; 
but can they be expected to remain 
constant so long as our attitude to- 
wards them shows plainly that we have 
not even the wish, much less the power 
to bring about any closer relations? 
Even the outward and visible signs of 
British connection with Canada have 
almost disappeared. British troops 
have been withdrawn from the Domin- 
ion, a British General no longer com- 
mands at Halifax or Ottawa, British 
men-of-war no longer have a head- 
quarters In Canadian waters. These 
changes are possibly necessary, but 
they arc also certainly to be deplored. 
What remains? The Union Jack and 
a British Governor-General — both pow- 
ers, It Is true, but representative of 
sentiment only. * * * England stands, 
in the meantime, outside. Her people 
and her parliament think and talk of 
any parochial matter rather than of 
their Imperial responsibilities. The 
gift-horse of Canadian preference is 
looked In the mouth, anil to the aver- 
age stay-at-home Englishman Imperial 
preference conveys no deeper meaning 
than tho possibility of an extra half- 
penny on the loaf. Of the real Imper- 
ial thought there Is comparatively lit- 
tle understanding- We are most of us 
asleep, and when a great man arises 
among us and talks of Empire we yawn 
and turn again to sleep anil to dreams 
of little England. But we shall awake 
some day, and unless the day of our 
awakening comes quickly wi; shall find 
that Empire slipping from our grasp. 
Then; we shall sec that It has been 
neither hope nor fear of annexation 
that has been the Instrument of our 
undoing, but that wo ourselves, through 
lack of Iater*08t and of effort, have al-

WIDE-AWAKE CHINA. 

The South China Morning Post is 
authority for the statement that the 
"awakening of China" of which we are 
hearing so much, embraces a military 
and naval programme which should 
cause the nations to sit up and rub 
their eyes. Within a mile of Hankow, 
at Hanyang, the Chinese have a blast 
furnace turning out 150 tons of pig- 
iron per day. They are just taking 
out their Bessemer converting plant 
and installing a Siemens-Martin plant 
and a complete set of rolls for an ar- 
senal, where they manufacture modern 
weapons and smokeless powder. Tens 
of thousands of smart, well set up sol- 
diers are being drilled dally on the 
Plains of Hunan, away from tile criti- 
cal and prying eyes of inquisitive for- 
eigners. Strategy Is studied, and 
closely identified with future military 
movements in China Is a scheme of 
developing and extending railway 
facilities. The soldiers are taught to 
use all manner of tools, even In the 
laying of a railway line, and the most 
rigid discipline is observed. It would 
be well if the home reader, says the 
Post, who still caricatures in his mind 
every Chinaman as an unenlightened 
heathen In all things, were Impressed 
with the stern realities of China's 
awakening today.

Tlie gratifying news comes from 
Toronto that over one half of the re- 
cently authorized provincial govern- 
ment loan of J3,60O,OOO has already 
been subscribed by the people of On- 
tario, indicating that the day is rapidly 
approaching when the provinces of the 
Dominion will not be obliged to seek 
money abroad, but may depend upon 
Jthelr own capitalists to furnish the 
funds necessary for the administration 
of their affairs. 



JAMS AND JELLIES. 

The Inland Revenue Department, Ot- 
tawa, has Issued a bulletin on "Fruit 
Preserves," which furnishes interest- 
ing reading. According to the report 
of Thomas Macfarland, chief analyst 
of the department, ,182 samples of fruit 
preserves, collected at random In each 
province of tho Dominion, were sub- 
mitted to analysis, with the result that 
07 samples marked "compound" ac- 
cording to law were found to be Imi- 
tations of the fruit of which they were 
supposed to be composed, made from 
apple pulp and dyed and flavored to a 
semblance of strawberry, raspberry, 
etc. As the law does not provide as 
to the quantity of fruit which each 
pound of preserve shall contain, many 
of the samples were short In regard 
to fruit, the weight being made up In 
sugar, and, In some cases, In glucose 
and dextrine. It was usually in glu- 
cose jams that the paucity of fruit 
tissue was found, the consistency of 
the finished product being due chiefly 
to the viscous character of the glu- 
cose, while In a genuine jam the fruit 
pulp plays an important part In giving 
normal consistency to the product. It 
is claimed by some makers that the 
addition of a small quantity of glucose 
is . desirable In order to prevent the 
crystallizing of the cane sugar on pro- 
longed keeping, and the analyst so far 
agreed In this as to pass w/ genuine 
those samples which contained less than 
ten per cent, of glucose. In 32 cases, 
however, glucose was found in such 
large quantities as to class them as 
adulterated within the meaning of 
the Act, since the presence of glucose 
was not acknowledged on the label. 
The result of the analysis was as fol- 
lows: 
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WOOD PIPE VS. IRON OR STEEL. 



Sir— There seems to lie n great want of 
knowledge on tills alt important question, 
and many opinions arc being given both 
for and against wood pipe. The use of 
wooden water pipes is beyond the experi- 
mental stage; ii hns been proved that 
wait en conveyed through wood pipe in 
sweeter, more wholesome nnd cooler; wood 
being a non-conductor of heat, the water 
Is not affected by the variation lu temper- 
ature of the atmosphere, besides the cost 
is about one-half that of Iron or steel.

So that nearly 3(1 per cent, of the 
samples were adulterated In some way, 
either by the addition of glucose pre- 
servatives or dyes. There Is nothing 
In the Act which specifically forbids 
the use. of preservatives or dyes, and 
It Is stated In the bulletin that, so far 
as dyes are concerned, the minute 
quantities used are not more harmful 
to health than they would be In candy- 
making. The chief objection to the 
use of dyes in Jams and jellies is the 
fact that they serve to cover up de- 
fects In the fruit, and permit the em- 
ployment of Inferior fruit in manufac- 
ture. 

Of the sixteen samples collected in 
British Columbia, eleven were found 
to be unadulterated, three doubtful, and 
two adulterated— a very fair showing 
when compared with, the other prov- 
inces, it may be added that nine of 
the British Columbia samples were of 
home manufacture, und that of these 
seven were unadulterated, one was 
doubtful and one was adulterated, 
being sold In a mixture containing very 
little fruit, salicylic acid and glucose. 

Of special Interest In this connection 
is the despatch contained In yester- 
day's Ottawa news, 'in which it was 
stated that the Inland .Revenue Depart- 
ment will prosecute manufacturers of 
fruit preserves containing glucose, who 
mark the word "compound" In very 
"n.all letters. Tho Act requires that 
tho legend be printed In conspicuous 
loiters, and It Is evidently the Intention 
to make manufacturers comply strictly 
with the Act, and we would not bo sur- 
prised if the Act were further amend? 
ed.'.\>:' , . , „ . '

CANADIANS AT THE 

EMPIRE CONGRESS 



Details of the Discussion on 
Colonial Preference and 
Other Topics. 



The discussion before the Congress of 
Chambers of Commerce of the Empire In 
Loudon recently, particularly ou matters 
affecting (lie Welfare of tile colonies and 
notably Canada, Iiub been received In 
greater retail and bears- out the reports 
■of the importance which was attached Co 
the subjects introducad and discussed by 
the C'niindlan delegates. The resolution 
tfnvorlng colonial prefereneti, it will be ro- 
'anembered, was carried by a vote or 301 
to 41, and In lis report of the proceedings 
the London Times says: 
! I.awc as was the majority, it might have 
been much more considerable but for the 
neutral attitude of many of the chambers 
of commerce, principally of the United 
{Kingdom. The London chamber, for in- 
stance, refrained from voting, Its atti- 
tude rrna explained by Sir Samuel liolton. 
.Whilst .declaring himself, personally, In fn- 
ivor of the motion, and telling the con- 
gress "not to run away with the Idea 
that the London chamber was hostile to 
flt," he pointed out 'that as the chamber 
.had not taken a vote on the subject no 
^definite opinion could be recorded. In the 
! eamo way, Birmingham and other impor- 
tant trade centres were Officially silent 
nrhen the vote was taken. 

The colonials, particularly those hailing: 
trotn the Dominion of Canada, were jubil- 
Imt at the result. They hold that the flow- 
ing tide Is with them mid that whop the 
colonial conference meets next year their 
tresolutlou will serve as an Indication Of 
the current of the opinion of the trading 
communities of the colonies. They hoid, 
moreover, that the interests of India can 
tie adequately secured before the proposal 
assumes a definite shape. 

The discussion on the motion of Mr. fl. 
E. Druuiruoiid, of the Montreal hoard of 
trade, wrns resumed on the understanding 
that It should be, brought to p 'conclusion 
tin the morning ucsslon. 

Mr. 'llamar. Greenwood, M. speaking 
ns n man horn and brought up in Can- 
ada, said that .'he felt Compelled to op- 
pose the resolution on account of, the last 
paragraph, relaulus to the coming op'onia' 
conference. Tho underlying object of the 
motion all must ngree with, but the pro- 
sumption contained In it that the British 
ICmpIre was breaking up, he .for one, could 
not nsspnt to. The onus rested with those 
who presumed to show the first crack in 
the Empire. (Tlaughter.) It was decided, 
after a most stirenuous electoral campaign 

in this country, th»t no protective tarllt 
ras to ho built 'up. and the government re- 
turned to power had a majority of 350. 
lie maintained that the great Homeland 
.had a right to sottle Its own affairs In ac- 
cordance with the wishes of Its people. It 
was not for Cantada to tell England that 
Bhe was wrong. 'lie fe't n bit indignant 
to see Canada continually knocking at the 
door of England in a threatening way, 
and he sincerely hoped that the motion 
would not, be pressed to a vote. The con- 
ference would be spilt on It, and if the de- 
cision went against the wish of the people 
of ttitg country the majority would resent 
' the vote. (Criies of "No:") Too much 
time should not ibe devoted to lecturing the 
treat Homeland. 

Opiniton of Australia 
Mr. Terey MbArthur, president of the 
Sydney chamber of commerce, stated that 
tipinlok on this question was divided In 
the Commonwealth. So far as Canada 
iwas concerned, im that country were were 
B,000,O0O .British people alongside 80,000,000 
American cltlrenn, and Canada was en- : 
deavoring by nctifieial means, to combat 
Its geographical position. The position of 
-Australia was different. While her foreign 
Imports had Increased of recent years 
fourfold, her exports, had increased four- 
teenfold. Many people in the colony sus- 
pended their judgment on this question of 
colonial preference, being reluctant to as- 
sent lo any course which they thought 
.would be Inimical, or, at any rale, dis- 
tasteful, to the Mother Country. They did 
not quite know yet what preferential trade 
really meant, and as the question was not 
(regarded as n burning one, they refrained 
from any course calculated to call In ques- 
tion the llscal policy of the Mother Coun- 
try. 

Mr. A. .1. Vorke, chairman of the Ma- 
dras chamber of commerce, said that those 
he represented bad ,glven him a mandate 
to support this resolution. Bengal and 
Bombay opposed, basing their opposition 
mainly ou the ground that retaliation 
might have unknown effects. Thai was 
nn Insignificant danger, as the possible re-

tallators already taxed Indian products as 
much as they -thought desirable. 

Mr. F. W. Cook; president of the Dud- 
ley chamber of commerce, said that It 
rested with those who proposed a system 
of preference to show how such a thing 
Would work, for he presumed that Canada 
would ask for 2«. on wheat, and If that 
were grunted, Australia would want 2s. 
on wool, New Zealand lis. on mutton. Tas- 
mania -s. on apples, South Africa 2s. on 
gold and diamonds (laughter) and India 
2s. on tea and coffee. This would breed 
distrust amongst "the colonies, and each 
year, according to crops, some readjust- 
ments would be found necessary; more- 
over, ranching Industries would have to 
be considered, also pulp-making and 
freights. The difficulties would be emboss 
and Insurmountable. 

Mr. Charles King (Melbourne Cham- 
ber of Commerce) reminded the Canadian 
delegates that it was not England who had 
divided the Empire, It was free to Cnu- 
adn to open her ports to England Just as 
England opened hers to Canada, and they 
would do so If this reciprocity were a real 
live sentiment, 

Canada's Anxiety 

Mr. A. .T. Thynne, president or the Bris- 
bane chamber of Agriculture, supported 
the motion, and said that no one who 
understood the position or Canada, next 
door to the great. American Republic, 
would wonder at her anxiety to bring 
about a preferential system with the mother 
country. 

General Laurie, chairman of the Canadi- 
an section of the London Chamber of Com- 
merce,, hoped that It. would not. be thought 
that the London Chamber of Commerce 
had no Interest. In Ibis question because 
It had deslded not to take part In the vote. 
It was distinctly a uon-polltlcal body, 
and thl» subject, rigidly . or wrongly, had 
been brought Into politics. 

Mr. George Mitchell, Johannesburg 
Chamber <if Commerce, said that. 'South 
Africa was not asked that there should be 
any reciprocity as to the arrangements 
sho had made, but she had considered it 
to her bounden duly to offer to the mother 
country a preferential tariff. 

Mr. Christopher Dunn, (Cork )was strong- 
ly against the motion, chiefly on the 
ground of Its danger to shipbuilding. 

He pointed to the destruction of Amer- 
ica's shipbuilding Industry as an Instance 
of the dangers of protection. 

Mr. A. L. .Tohnson, Winnipeg, pointed 
out that at the rate at which production 
of cereals was Increasing in Canada, be 
fore long more than enough to supply the 
whole Empire could be grown on the wes- 
tern plains. Some arrangements should 
be ntnde to foster this great trade. lie 
supported the motion. 

The chairman appealed to the congress 
to come to a decision. (Cries of "Vote. ) 

Mr. George E. Drummond, Montreal, who 
moved tile resolution, was accorded a 
brief space for reply. He said that Can- 
ada was more anxious on this subject than 
any other colony, because she had at her 
elbow an ag.iresslve competitor of eighty 
millions or people. The cry of "reciprocity' 
was rising In the United States, and when 
it came tt would mean absorption. 

(Did Great Britain desire that? "Cries 
of "No". As for the position or India, 
that could be considered on Us merits. 

He asked them to let reason be kin- today. 
Let thmi send this motion up to the Col- 
onial Congress to be considered and dealt 
with. 

On being put to the vote the motion was 
declared carried! by a show ot hands, 
there being only about a dozen dissen- 
tients.

Uexunder, or Vancouver B. c. moved a 
resolution urging upon the Government 
and the Governments of 1 he colonics the 
appointment of an imperial council. to 
consider questions of Imperial interests, 
especially those tending to promote inter- 
national' trade. 'He regarded this as a na- 
tural corollary of the motion carried at 
the morning session. The first resolution 
was a declaration of opinion; the present 
propo.-,al If adopted would be a means Of 
giving effect, to that opinion. The Council 
suggested It would discuss the require- 
ments of the va.40U8 colonies, add And 
means or adjusting any differences which 
might be found to exist between them. 

It would be of a great value In rooder-

In the quest Ion of Imperial defence the 
Canadian government had not come up to 
the professions jf Canadians, lie thought 
It the duty of Canada to relieve the Em- 
pire of the cost of lt.s own defence, and 
that the Dominion, government should es- 
tablish a shipbuilding enterprise, whilst a 
regiment or British troops should be main- 
tained In Canada and a Canadian regiment 
maintained in England. The Canadian 
government might well spread the payment 
of thirty million dollars over the next, ten 
years In the construction of warships 
which she would, nt the end: of ten years, 
be In a position to maintain. He moved, 
in conclusion: "That this congress hereby 
affirms the principle that it Is the duty 
of the self-governing colonics to partlcf- 
pale in the cost, of the defence of the 
Empire, bur that the colonies claim the 
privilege of keeping their own Initiative as 
to the nature and mode of help which they 
may agree to offer." 

Mr. Catelll, Montreal, seconded. 

The resolution was carried unanimously.

It is very 
evident that Okanagan, Siuiilkameen 
and Kootenay are soon to become as 
famous for the production of peaches 
and apricots as they are for the beau- 
tiful apples, pears, plums ami cherries 
which are exciting: such Interest in the 
markets of the Northwest provinces. All 
who, have tested these samples pronounce 
the fruit very superior, every way. 

if there he any doubts as. to the fu- 
ture of horticulture in. this province sure- 
ly these and other fine samples of fruit' 
which have been submitted from time 
to' time must have removed them. The 
proof of flic pudding is in the eating. 

The inspector has kindly pointed OUf 
file position which the "News-'Advpr- 
tiser" took regarding -this important in- 
dustry when the business was struggling 
for .Ml existence; this policy has lleen 
and will he continued. The protection 
which the regulations of the board of 
horticulture render tiiis thriving indus- 
try must not be impaired, hut rather 
strengthened. The importance of tile in- 
dustry will be seen by the facts which 
the inspector has brought out in the fol- 
lowing letter which accompanied the 
box of peaches: 

Sir: — It lias been my privilege many 
limes in recent years to submit samples 
of (British Columbia fruit with a view- 
to giving you correct information as to 
the immense possibilities of horticulture 
in our highly favored climate, geographi- 
cal position in relation lo market, adapt- 
ability of soil to varieties and other de- 
tails that would enable you to form ac- 
curate judgment on all such matters. 
Von have been always ready to make 
good use of a!! such information nnd 
have from the first issue of your paper 
been a consistent friend of the fruit- 
grower. 

It must afford you a great deal of sat- 
isfaction lo witness the development of 
this beautiful and profitable Industry 
from such small beginnings. You have 
seeu many samples of apples, pears, 
prunes nnd cherries but this is the first 
opportunity that I have had of submit- 
ting specimens of homegrown peaches 
which I think you will find equal at 
least to any rliat we import. This Is 
nn early variety and not nearly as per- 
fect In shipping and keeping qualities 
as those, which will be coming to mar- 
ket a coup.'e of weeks later. 

Unfortunately Ihe cultivation of the 
peach in British Columbia has not re- 
ceived the attention that it deserves until 
quite recently.

A NEW ISLAND. 

Details of Volcano Isle Which Has 
Appeared in Behring Sea. 

As stated yesterday an attempt Avas 
made by 'Capt. Kijuur Mikkelsen and 
the other explorers who sailed from 
this port on Mny 21st on the schooner 
Duchess of Bedford, to explore the new 
Island recently seen in Bering Sea. 
Psirther particulars regarding the vol- 
canic isle which appeared a short time 
ago are given by Capt. .fohn True- 
bridge, well known in Victoria, mnstpr 
of the steamer Northwestern, formerly 
the Orizaba, which has arrived on the 
Sound front Nome. When the sfcamqr 
culled at Dutch Harbor on her way 
south, the United Slates revenue cut- 
ter l'eny was in port and an officer of 
the cutter presented Capt. Truebridge 
with a photograph of the new-born isl- 
KJjH and told him much about it. The 
island lies fifty miles due west of 
Dutch Harbor, directly between the 
Bogoslog islands, which are commonly 
known as Castle and Fire islands. It 
made its first appearance dining .lune, 
and is now 000 feet high. The length 
could not he ascertained, as the Perry 
was unable 16 get close enough to 
make an accurate measurement. Clouds 
of steam are arising from it-, summit 
and it is surrounded by boiling water. 

When the Northwestern left Dutch 
Harbor the Perry wits setting out for 
another trip of exploration to the new 
island.

As usual, the salmon will he 
forwarded by the steamships of the 
Blue-funnel and China Mutual lines, 
operated by Alfred Holt & Co. 

In the course of the next month thou- 
sands of cases of the northern pack will 
arrive from the North. The northern 
pack will be brought down by the coast- 
ing steamers, and will be warehoused on 
the wharves ponding shipment to the 
United Kingdom. Some fairly large 
consignments, it is reported, will he 
forwarded to New Zealand within the 
next two months. The salmon going 
to the Antipodes will be that packed on 
the Skeenn river, ns the market there 
shows a decided preference for tish from 
that locality.

Indeed 
people everywhere seem to be realizing 
now that mining has become strictly a 
business proposition, and not a matter 
of blind speculation. A good deal of 
prospecting has been done in the Upper 
country lately. 



PACK SMALL TO DATE. 

Total Output May Be Less Than That 
of Four Years Ago. 

Unless the unexpected happens Ihe 
Salmon, pack on the Frnser river will 
fall far short of the output of 1002, the 
year corresponding to the, present one in 
the cycle of four, when 327,0915 cases 
were put up says the Vancouver Prov- 
ince. 

To date the pack on the Frnser 
amounts to approximately 160,000 cases. 
Up to Inst Saturday but 101,000 cases 
represented the total pack. Iii'1903 the 
pack on the Fraser consisted of 237,125 

Despite the pessimistic opinions of 
Pugel Sound caiiners and puckers on the 
Fraser river have not by any means 
given up hope that there will be another 
good run before August 25th, when the 
season closes. American ennners nre 
commencing to believe that the runs are 
over for the season, and today one trap 
nt Point Robert's is being taken up. Un- 
less fish should become more plentiful 
it is likely that many of the American 
traps will be lifted within the next ten 
days. The seiners on the salmon banks 
off the San Juan islands have nearly all 
left the grounds discouraged r.t their 
lack of success. 

On the FraSer river last night many 
of the boats did well. The boats aver- 
aged from thirty to a hundred fish ac- 
cording to the .canneries represented, and 
the highest catches ran from two hun- 
drod to three hundred and eighty fkh to 
the boat. 

Prices on the Frnser river are still 
fluctuating. The majority of the ennners 
adhere to the 25-cenl rate, while several 
are paying 28 and 30 cents for fish.

Patterson had been intoxicated 
and did not remember the fight other 
than that he aviis in the midst of n 
melee in which many Chinese kicked 
and punched at him. 

He guessed he was guilty though. 

Wong Hop Ny Avent to the witness 
box, burned a piece of paper on which 
Hie characters of his name were written. 
He said when walking on Government 
street near Chinatown he met accused, 
who avum drunk and the drunken man 
had podnced upon him and hit him

JAPAN AND CANADA. 

Text of Articles of tho Troaty Recently 
Made. 

The treaty between Japan and Can- 
ada, signed in Tokio on January 31, 
1006, was gazetted on July IS. It con- 
sists of the following two articles: 

Art. 1. — The contracting parties are 
agreed that the provisions of the treaty 
of commerce and navigation between 
Jnpun and England signed in London 
on July Hi, 1S04, and of the supplemen- 
tary treaty between Japan and lOngland 
.signed in Tokio on July 1(1, 1895, shall 
be applicable to friendship, commerce 
and navigation between the empire of 
Japan and the British Dominion of Can- 
ada. 

Art. II. — The present treaty shall be 
ratified and ratifications exchanged in 
Tokio ns soon ns possible. The treaty 
shall come into force immediately on 
the exchange of ratifications. 

The treaty may lie abolished by either 
party giving six months' notice, 

Tho emperor of Japan ratified the 
treaty on July 11th and Ihe exchange of 
ratifications took place on July 12th.

Most Encouraging Event in 
Grade Mining Circles,

This Is due In n measure 
to the Insurance companies having to real- 
ize on tlrst class securities. In order to 
meet their losses on the «an Francisco 
tire, and secondly, to the fact that the situ- 
ation in Russia is so serious that u revo- 
lution is feared at any moment.
